British adventurer Kenneth Jones shattered his 
hip hone and had to crawl for three days to safety 
through countryside brimming with wolves. This 
is his shocking tale... 



HOW TO GET HIT 
DY AN AVALANCHE... 

' 7 \fter six years spent with the Royal 
Marines, the Paratroopers and the SAS, 

I wanted a thrill. Moldoveanu - a land of 
wolves, bears and isolation - was perfect. 

''I was near the top of the 2,500m Peak, 
when I heard a chilling groan and a distinct 
crack like you hear in cartoons. I just stood 
there petrified, unable to breathe or move. 
Then an entire 50m-wide section of the 
mountain cracked and slid downwards. 

was in deep snow, weighed down 
by a pack and having to plough through 
thickets of trees. The noise and pace of the 
first avalanche was horrifying. You can’t 
outrun it: you can only get out of its path. 

I escaped by running deeper into the cliff. 

'Then a second, smaller one hit , but it 
came straight for me. It was like being 
smashed by a giant wave. You are just 

spinning 
around in 
the snow, 
trying to get 
upright but 
being 
constantly 
flattened.” 


A valanches look fun. Impressive, 
even. Then one hits you, and it’s 
no longer spectacular. One such 
snow slide engulfed ex-Army man Kenneth 
Jones, 37, 1.6 miles up the Moldoveanu 
mountains, Romania. Swept over two 
cliff edges, shattering his hip and facing 
a cold and lonely death, he assumed he 
was a goner. 

With only meagre supplies, he crawled 
to safety through three freezing nights and 
four days. He lost his sanity and half his 
stomach, but miraculously kept his life. 

This is Kenneth’s story... 


FACING WHITE OEATH 



"My Army drills taught me to start 
swimming as hard as I could, kicking 
frantically with my legs to try to avoid 
being buried. My other thought was being 
smashed to pieces against trees or rocks. 
Then I went over a cliff. 

"One moment I was overwhelmed by 
one sense of fear, and then I was falling 
a long way - long enough to realise I was 
f**ked. I landed on my backside. The 
impact pulsed through my whole body and 
it felt like my lungs had been ripped out as 
the air escaped. I rolled head over heels 
through the forest, then it was blackness. 

"When I woke up I never thought, 

'Oh, I’ll crawl all the way back.’ 

I just figured the further down 
the mountain I went, the more 
likely I would be seen. I left a map 
with the reception desk at the hostel 
I was staying at, but they never 
alerted rescue. All I had was my 
Leatherman (right), Army survival 
rations, and some bashed-up 
sausage rolls. I only planned 
for a few days on the 
mountain, so why carry 
heavier stuff?” 


INTERVIEW: Andy Jones 




RESCUE AND REHAB 

''On the first day, I managed ikm. The 
second, I doubled that to 2km. On the final 
day, numbed with cold, I managed five 
miles. I ditched equipment because 
I couldn't carry it; I lost a boot and had to 
cross frozen streams. In the freezing water, 
the danger was I couldn't feel my feet. 
Every time I put my foot down I doubted 
I was touching the bottom. 

"I crawled into a village and the police 
thought I'd been chucked off a mountain 
then driven to safety! Frostbite took the 
tops of four toes and my starved stomach 
was so ulcerated it collapsed in on itself. 

I was freakishly lucky to keep my leg. 

"It was then two years before I took 
another step and three before I could 
walk again. Then there was my stomach. 
My S AS instructor once told me try not 
to get shot in the stomach, as it is the 
most painful way to go. In the end, 
doctors ended up removing most of 
mine - 1 now only have a third 
of it left!"

BROKEN HIP,

"I could tell from the pain that my hip was 
broken. I'd crawl in a press up position for 
about a minute, then collapse, get my 
breath and go again. I was in total agony 
from my knee to my hip, then my other foot 
- because of frostbite - felt like a frozen 
block of ice. After a while it passed pain 
and developed into a swollen dullness, 
which was actually even more worrying. 

"The cold was a constant enemy. I had 
no morale. Time collapses on itself and 
every second becomes an hour. I knew if 
I fell asleep, my body would shut down and 
I'd die. So I stayed awake the whole time. 

It was torture - agony and loneliness. By 
the third night, I had to physically hold 
my eyes open. 

"Then, paranoia set in. What if a wolf 
could smell my blood? I lay there thinking 
about being torn apart. I wouldn't be able 
to stand to fight. In the day, exhaustion 
caused hallucinations. I'd see my 

mum's iced cakes and evil- 
characters. 

It made the interrogation 
training in the SAS 
look like a laugh."

• Keep energy bars and 
survival rations in body 
pockets.

I don’t see any of them beating Lewis or Nico in 
individual races unless Mercedes have any setbacks. 
They’ll more likely be battling it out for podium spots, 
like the race for the Champions League. It will be a 
fabulous battle between the six cars behind Mercedes.” 


Contract wrangles 

“Fi is a non-sentimental business. Lewis’ current 
contract wrangles with Mercedes would only affect 
things on the track if it got nasty, and that’s only going 
to happen if he has options. Realistically, who can afford 
to get Lewis Hamilton out of Mercedes? Only Ferrari 
have the clout. Kimi Raikkonen isn’t likely to stick 
around after this year and you can imagine Maurizio 
Arrivabene, the Ferrari boss, saying, ‘Vettel and 
Hamilton? Not a bad team!’ Red Bull might be an 
Option, but I’m not sure there’s good feeling between 
them and Lewis. But Mercedes’ Toto Wolf has Fernando 
Alonso up his sleeve, and could bring him in.” 


“Max Verstappen might not win anything this season, 
but he’s 17 years old and looks really special. I’ve never 
seen a lad of his age who can do what he can do. When 
Lewis was 17, he was still driving 200 horsepower 
Renaults and was 22 before he arrived in Fi, so you can 
see how far ahead Max is.
